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PREFACE. 


An  individual  number  is  given  to  every  descendant,  male  and  female,  mentioned  in  this  book.  In 
correspondence  or  conversation  descendants  or  others  can  identify  individuals  and  avoid  confusion  by 
using  these  numbers  when  referring  to  any  individual.  By  these  numbers  any  individual  noticed  further 
on  may  be  traced  back  to  his  or  her  proper  family  wherever  mentioned. 

Records  of  this  kind  will  always  be  incomplete  and  in  this  case  it  is  my  j  udgment  that  it  is  the  safest 
and  most  advisable  course  to  publish  what  I  have  already  obtained  rather  than  await  the  slow  and  uncer¬ 
tain  process  of  accumulation  of  some  of  the  data  which  will  be  found  wanting. 

In  publishing  this  volume,  I  have  three  purposes  in  view:  First:  to  verify  and  have  errors  corrected 
in  those  records  I  have  compiled.  Second:  To  show  interested  persons  just  what  has  been  done  and  what 
information  is  needed.  Third:  To  interest  those  who  might  give  assistance  if  they  were  brought  in  touch 
with  this  work  and  their  interest  aroused. 

It  is  my  desire  to  trace  the  ancestry  of  Joseph  Darby  back  to  their  European  home  and  to  trace  all  his 
descendants  up  to  and  including  the  present  generations.

In  Land  Records  at  Ann  Arundel  County  Court  House,  Liber  W.  L.  2,  page  237,  dated  1702  to  1708  is 
found  the  following  deed:— 

At  the  request  of  Joseph  Darby  and  Rebecca,  his  wife,  of  Ann  Arundel  County,  1705,  it  is  recorded 
that  the  said  Joseph  and  Rebecca,  have  given  and  do  give  unto  their  son,  Samuel  Darby  one  young  bay 
mare  branded  on  the  near  buttock  with  an  horse  shoe,  one  sow  ear  marked  with  a  cross;  etc.:  and  also  to 
their  son  Josias  one  white  fly  bitten  mare  and  a  sow  with  the  same  ear  marks,  etc.

(From  T.  B.2.  A.  A.  Co.,  an  old  book  of  court  proceedings  found  in  cellar  of  Land  Record  office,  Annap¬ 
olis.) 

“At  a  court  of  our  Sovereigne  Lady,  Queene  Ann  of  Great  Britaine  exc,  held  at  the  City  of  Annapolis 
for  Ann  Arundell  County,  the  Ninth  day  of  August,  in  the  Eighth  Year  of  her  Matyes  reigne,  ex  Anno  Drie, 
1709. 

“Josiah  Darby  by  consent  of  his  mother  Rebecca  Jones,  binds  himself  to  Benjamin  Gaither  till  he 
attaine  the  age  of  twenty  years,  he  being  now  fifteene  years  of  age,  and  the  said  Benjamin  Gaither  to  teach 
him  to  build  tobacco  houses  and  sett  up  tobacco  hhds,  and  learne  or  cause  the  said  Josiah  Darby  to  read 
in  the  bible  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  aforesaid  terme  to  give  him  clothes  according  to  Act  of  Assembly 
in  such  cases  made  provided” — (August  Court,  page  76). 

Thus  we  find  that  the  record  of  All  Hallows  A.  A.  Co.  which  gives  the  marriage  of  Stephen  Jones  and 
Rebekah  Darby,  Oct.  26,  1707,  applies  to  the  widow  of  Joseph1,  who  from  this  must  have  d.  before  1707,  and 
as  he  deeded  a  horse  to  Samuel2  in  1705,  he  must  have  d.  about  1706-7. 

Another  important  item  found  in  this  Note,  is  the  added  proof  that  Josias2,  son  of  Joseph1  and  Re¬ 
becca,  and  Josiah2  were  the  same  person. 

One  Joseph  Darby  was  Sheriff  of  Ann  Arundel  Co.,  in  1703.  In  Nov.  1704,  Joseph  Darby  and  wife, 
with  many  others,  petitioned  for  relief  because  of  fire  catastrophe,  in  Annapolis.  (A.  A.  Co.  Liber  G.  p. 
126,  writ  of  Edward  Buford.)

Historical  Society.  These  entries,  added  to  the  fact  that  Joseph1  and  Rebecca  of  Ann  Arundel  had  a  son 
Josias2,  b.  1695,  prove  quite  conclusively  that  Josias2,  father  of  George3,  was  this  son  of  Joseph1  and  Rebecca, 
for  whom  he  names  a  son  and  a  daughter.  In  his  will  Josias2  named  both  Benjamin3  and  Josiah3  whose 
births  are  not  given  in  the  Queen  Ann  Parish  Register  Record,  and  as  Josiah3  is  given  the  home  place,  he 
was  probably  the  oldest.  On  the  other  hand  neither  Joseph3  or  Rebecca3  are  named  in  the  will,  so  they 
must  have  d.  before  their  father.  He  may  have  been  still  in  Ann  Arundel  County  and  not  have  gone  to 
Prince  George  until  just  before  George’s3  birth.  Possibly  Josias,  Joseph  and  Josiah  are  all  the  same  name. 


LAST  WILL  AND  TESTAMENT  OF  JOSIAH  DARBEY  OF  ANN  ARUNDEL  COUNTY  IN  THE 

PROVINCE  OF  MARYLAND. 

(Found  at  Annapolis,  Md.,  L.  36,  page  116.) 

I  devise  to  my  Son  GEORGE  DARBY  fifty-five  acres  of  land  (it  being  part  of  a  tract  of  land  called 
DARBEY’ S  DELIGHT  containing  one  hundred  twenty  and  five  acres  laying  in  Frederick  County). 

I  devise  the  said  fifty-five  acres  of  land  to  my  son  GEORGE  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever  to  be  laid 
out  convenient  to  the  plantation  whereon  my  son  GEORGE  now  lives. 

I  devise  to  my  son  BENJAMIN  DARBY  fifty-five  acres  of  land  (it  being  part  of  the  above  mentioned 
tract.)  I  devise  the  said  fifty-five  acres  of  land  to  my  son  BENJAMIN,  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever  to  be 
laid  out  convenient  to  the  plantation  whereon  my  son  BENJAMIN  now  lives. 

I  devise  to  my  son  JOSIAH  DARBY  fifteen  acres  of  land  (it  being  the  remaining  part  of  the  above 
said  tract)  to  be  laid  out  on  the  River  commonly  called  SNOWDEN’S  RIVER  and  next  to  the  plantation 
whereon  I  now  live.  And  also  I  devise  to  my  said  son  JOSIAH  fifty  acres  of  land  it  being  a  tract  of  land 
called  “DARBEY’S  DESIRE”  whereon  I  now  live,  lying  in  Ann  Arundel  County,  that  is  to  say,  I  devise 
both  these  parcels  of  land,  after  my  decease  and  after  my  wife,  HENRIETTA  DARBEY’S,  decease  to  my  son 
JOSIAH  DARBEY  his  heirs  and  assigns  forever. 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  my  loving  wife  HENRIETTA  DARBEY  all  my  personal  estate  of  what  nature 
or  kind  soever  to  her  and  her  assigns  forever.  My  desire  is  that  my  said  wife  shall  be  possessed  unmoles¬ 
ted  with  the  said  tract  of  land  called  ‘‘DARBYS  DESIRE”  whereon  I  now  live  during  her  natural  life  and 
after  her  decease  to  go  to  my  son  JOSIAH  as  before  expressed.  I  appoint  my  wife,  HENRIETTA  DARBEY, 
my  executrix  and  my  sons  GEORGE  DARBEY  and  BENJAMIN  DARBY,  my  executors  of  this  my  last  will 
and  testament.  In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  seal  this  day  of  February  Anno 
Domini,  1759.

JOSIAH  DARBY. 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen.  I  Josias  Darby  of  the  District  of  Union  &  State  of  South-Carolina,  Planter, 
being  weak  in  body  but  of  sound  &  disposing  mind,  memory  &  understanding,  Praised  be  God  for  the  same, 
do  make  this  my  last  will  &  testament  in  manner  following  Towit. 

First.  I  Give  &  devise  to  my  daughter  Deborah  Jenkins  &  Randolph  Jenkins  her  husband,  their 
heirs  &  assigns  forever  the  plantation  with  all  its  appurtenances  Whereon  I  now  live,  containing  all  that 
part  of  my  lands,  that  lies  between  Charles  Jenkins’  line  &  the  Ninety-six  road  &  along  Daniel  Lipham’s 
line  to  the  Charleston  Road,  then  down  the  said  road  as  it  now  runs  below  all  my  fields  on  the  south  &  south 
west  of  said  road  until  it  strikes  a  line  lately  run  between  the  said  tract  whereon  I  now  live  above  devised  & 
the  tract  of  land  on  which  my  son  Benjamin  Darby  now  lives  then  along  the  said  line  &  lines  lately  run  as 
aforesaid,  to  the  said  Charles  Jenkins’  line. 

Secondly.  I  give  &  devise  to  my  Grandson  William  Trazevant  Darby  the  son  of  Samuel  Darby  all  my 
lands  that  lie  on  the  north  side  of  the  Charleston  road  &  between  the  same  &  James  Hunter’s  line,  on  which 
my  son  Samuel  Darby  now  lives  down  as  far  as  the  line  lately  run  between  the  same  &  the  tract,  which  I  have 
lately  sold  to  Doctor  Jefferson  L.  Edmunds. 

Thirdly.  I  Give  &  devise  to  my  grandson  Josias  Darby,  the  son  of  Benjamin  Darby  all  my  lands  lying 
between  the  tract  above  devised  to  Deborah  Jenkins  &  Randolph  her  husband,  the  tract  lately  sold  to  the 
said  Jefferson  L.  Edmunds  &  Davis’s  land,  whereon  my  son  Benjamin  Darby  now  lives. 

Fourthly.  I  give  &  bequath  to  my  sons  Samuel  Darby  &  Benjamin  Darby  five  dollars  each  to  be  paid 
to  each  of  them  or  their  heirs  out  of  any  money  not  otherwise  disposed  of  in  this  my  last  will  &  testament, 
by  my  Executors.

Fifthly.  I  give  &  bequath  to  my  three  sons  Philip  Darby,  Richard  Darby  &  Basil  Darby  each  one 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid  to  them  separately  out  of  the  first  monies  of  my  estate  that  shall  come  into  the 
hands  of  my  executors:  But  should  I  live  to  give  them  the  same  in  my  lifetime  then  this  bequest  as  to  the 
said  Philip,  Richard  &  Basil  to  be  void  to  all  intents  &  purposes. 

Sixthly.  All  the  remnant  of  my  estate  whatsoever  including  my  personal  property,  ready  money, 
notes,  bonds  &  obligations  &  all  other  Property  whatsoever  belonging  to  my  estate  at  my  decease  I  will  & 
bequeath  to  be  equally  divided,  when  collected  or  reduced  into  cash  by  my  executors,  (all  the  above  devises 
&  bequests  excepted)  in  the  following  manner,  To  my  daughter  Deborah  in  addition  to  the  above  devise, 
one  equal  part,  to  my  daughter  Lydia  Lyles  one  equal  part,  to  the  Children  of  my  daughter  Marget  Camp¬ 
bell  one  equal  part,  to  be  equally  divided  among  them  all  to  be  paid  to  them  severally  as  thay  come  of  legal 
age  or  marry— to  Martha  Wilson’s  two  children  James  Wilson  &  Lydia  Wilson  one  equal  part  to  be  paid  on 
their  arrival  at  legal  age  or  marriage— To  my  daughter  Elizabeth’s  daughter  Vashti  one  equal  part.  And 
I  do  hereby  nominate,  Constitute  &  appoint  Thomas  Davis  Esquire  of  Union  &  James  Flanagan  of  New¬ 
berry  District  Executors  of  this  my  last  will  &  testament,  hereby  revoking  &  making  void  all  former  wills  & 
testaments  at  any  time  heretofore  by  me  made;  &  do  declare  this  to  be  my  last  will  &  testament.  In  witness 
whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  &  seal  this  fifteenth  day  of  April  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  &  twenty. 

Signed,  sealed,  declared  &  published  by  the  above  named  Josias  Darby  as  &  for  his  last  will  &  testa¬ 
ment  in  presence  of  us,  who  at  his  request  &  in  his  presence  have  subscribed  our  names  as  witnesses  thereto.

Josias  Darby  b.  cira  1734,  sold  his  brother  George  Darby  “Darby’s  Desire”.  The  U.  S.  Census  1790 
shows  Josias  Darby  in  Ninety-Six  District,  Union  Co.,  S.  C. 

Josias  Darby  received  land  grant  for  31  acres,  Sept.  25, 1798,  in  the  District  of  Pinckney,  Union  Co., 
S.  O.  on  a  small  branch  of  the  Enoree  River,  bounded  on  west  by  Charles  Jenkins’  land  and  on  all  other  sides 
by  Josias  Darby  land. 

Josias  and  Drusilla  Darby  convey  51  acres  of  land  to  Charles  Jenkins,  Oct.  19, 1793,  in  Union  Co.,  S.  C. 
Next  land  conveyed  Nov.  23, 1813,  is  not  signed  by  Drusilla,  so  she  must  have  d.  between  1793  and  1813. 

Josias  Darby  made  his  will  April  15, 1820  and  it  was  recorded  Sept.  3, 1821,  so  he  apparently  d.  between 
these  dates. 


Phillip  and  Richard  (Josiah’s  sons)  were  in  Ala.  around  1820.  Basil  (Bardail  or  Basdail)  purchased 
land  near  Florence,  Ala.  in  1818,  and  a  Samuel  Darby  is  in  Census  records  of  Lauderdale  Co.,  in  1830. 

Josias  Darby,  on  Grand  Jury,  Jan.  2,  1797;  Justice  of  the  Peace,  Jan.  7,  1799,  and  one  of  appraisers 
for  estate  of  James  Townsend,  deed  (W.  S.  A.  copy  p.  60)  (Probate  Court  Minutes,  Union  Co.,  1796-99).

(Note.— It  is  very  hard  to  give  the  exact  copy  of  these  old  deeds,  not  only  on  account  of  the  writing 
and  bad  spelling,  but  words  are  often  left  out.  There  is  no  reason  why  this  Samuel,  who  was  evidently  a 
well  off  man,  to  have  brought  over  19  men,  could  not  have  been  Joseph’s  father.  His  land  evidently  was  in 
A.  A.  Co.,  and  it  will  be  noted  that  Joseph  names  his  second  son  Samuel.  The  first,  Joseph,  naturally  was 
for  himself,  as  in  the  olden  times  a  man  almost  invariable  named  his  first  sons  for  himself,  and  his  own  or 
his  wife’s  father.  No  name,  as  a  rule,  was  given,  as  in  our  times,  without  a  family  significance.
